For twenty-five years the struggle of the 
people of that city to own.and control its traction system 


has been going on. Mayor PLngree was made governor, largely 
on ihe issue of the muncipal ownership of Detroit's street car 
lines. 


The supreme court came to the rescue of the traction in- 


terests and declared municipal ownership unconstitutional. But 
the traction company's effortsjLo get its expiring franchises re- 
newed in 1906,1907, and in 1912 failed, on account of the strong 
sentiment in favor of municipal ownership. 


The state constitution was amended to permit municipal 


ownership and eighty per cent of the people, in-1913, 'voted in 
favor of city owned lines. But the people were not in favor of 
buying out the Detroit Union Railways, noV of taking the lines 
under condemnation proceedings, distrusting the courts, and the 
price that was likely to be fixed by them. 


So it happens that the vote in favor of municipal ownership 


of last month simply authorizes a bond issue of $15,000,000 
which is being spent to construct 163 miles of NEW TRACKS, 
and the city will take possession of 55 miles of additional track, 
on which the private company's franchises have run out. By 
1924 ALL THE FRANCHISES of the Detroit United Railways 


• will have expired and a complete and unified system of muni- 


cipally owned lines can be established. 


Sixty-four per cent of the voters marked their bajlots for 


municipal ownership at the April election. Mayor Couzens fav- 
ored it, and had the hearty backing of one newspaper, the De- 
troit News, and a qualified support from one other, the Detroit 
Journal.
